I frst beard of Ward in China. I

This horse was Old Putnam, of my 
own battery—the only horse ever pen-

The finest piece of horsefiesh that I, 


an artilleryman for nearly a quarter : 
‘century, ever saw! 


The road to Peking is one of the old- 
est, probably in the world. It is worn 
through the softer land over which it 


runs to a depth varying from six to - 


eighteen feet. When it rains that road 
is a sea of yellow mud, and when it 
doesn’t the mud changes to fine dust, 
choking to your throat and like felt 
beneath your feet. The way is narrow 
and tortuous. 

When my battery gvt up near the 
city gates, when we began to ‘hhear the 
firing of the Boxer garrison, we were 
in one of these deep cuts. The road 
was jammed, soldiers, horses, field 
pieces, supplies, ammunition, all piled 
together, and unable, because of the 
firing from the gates, to move out at 
the other end. Word came back that 
we must get the gun out and into 
action. There was nothing to do but 
take it up one of those sides of the cut 
—at an angle of at least forty-five de- 
grees. It looked insane, but it had to 
be done. ;

Isewung my horses against the bank 
and shouted the order to advance.

Fanatical malcontents like 
the Boxers had flocked, to his banner 
and he had swept the province of Hu- 
nan. Dropping down the Kiang river, 
he had-made Nanking his capital and 
then inaugurated a reign of terror 
throughout fifteen of the eighteen 
provinces of the empire. He once had 
gathered 6,000 enemies in a field and, 
having established a sort of throne 
from which to watch the exhibition, 
had sent 100 executioners into the field 
with great swords to kill them. China 
trembled at his name. The govern- 
ment had retreated to Shanghai and 
the coast towns, where, figuratively, it 
cowered under the protection of guns 
of allied warships. | 

Frederick Townsend Ward turned up 
at Shanghai with the proposal that he 


organize a.band of soldiers of fortune 


and take the principal cities from the 
revolutionists. He had, he said, served 
under six flags, though he was scarce- 
ly over twenty. He had been with 
Garibaldi in Brazil, with Walker in 
Nicaragua, had fought in Uruguay 
against Argentine domination; with 
the French in the Crimea, and with 
Juarez in Mexico.

Up this ramp 
Ward’s men fought their way, killing,

Ward held the gate, however, 
through the night, and in the morning 
reinforcements arrived from Shanghai.

The United States consul refused to 
intervene because, as he said, Ward 
had taken service with a foreign gov- 
ernment.

The normal or predominating color 
of anything may be spoken of as a 
hue. A. tint of the same hue is pro- 
‘duced by the addition of white, either 
in the. form of light or in pigment. 
The absence of light on a color or 
hue will produce what is known as a 
shade, or if one is handling pigments 
a shade can be obtained by, adding 
black to the normal color. There- 
fore, tints and shades of any color 
represent the values of that color, as, 
for instance, any tone of red that is 

ter than normal, red is a tint of 
Any tone of’ red that is darker 
than the normal is a shade of red, 

People are often quite careless in 
their use of the terms tint and shade. 
They frequently speak of light 
“ shades" of a color when they really 
mean tints. The term “tone” includes 
all tints, shades and the “normal” 
of a color. So that one may speak of 
many “tones” of blue, for instance, 
ranging pale to dark blue, when 
the word “ghades” would be abso- 
lutely incorrect if used in this sense.

This revival of philosophy, it seems to me, is not hard 
to understand. It is but one more proof that there is grave 
danger in trying to educate the great masses of the plain 
people beyond théir IQ's. In a hundred years all the exact 
sctences have made such immense progress that it now takes 
a man of special traiming, and even of a special sort of mind, 
to grasp their vast accumulation of hew facts. When, there- 
fore, an effort is made (@s has been done throughout the 
federal union by half educated and nitwit pedagogues) to ram 
] these facts, or any substantial part of them, into the heads 
of pupils designed by God to be 100% Americans—when such 


pupils, revolting against the intolerable strain upon their

The issue of that revolt, on the lowermost level 
of the human intellect, is what is called fundamentaliem. On 
_| @ slightly higher level it is the revival of philosophy..__. 


The essence of philosophy is the theory that it is a waste 
of time to hunt facte—that all the problems which harass 
Homo sapiens may be solved, so to speak, with the naked 
| mind. A philosopher is one who, by simply sitting down in 
his studio and yielding himself to thought, is capable of con- 
the question as to how, why, and with what he thinks. 
Philosophy books, which stretch down in an unbroken line 
from the time of Thales, a Greek who flourished in the sixth 
century B. C., are full of such answers. Many of them are 
of a truly astounding ingenuity, and so it is a pleasant intel- 
lectual exercise to study them. But no two of them agree. - 
This philosophical way of dealing with problems was 

challenged until a century or so ago, but now it is 
under heavy fire from the scientists. The scientists hold that 
going into a room and sitting down to think is, in nine cases 
| out of ten, a bad way to get at the truth. They believe that 
| the conclusions reached by the process tend to be ingenious 
j rather than sound, and that in any event they are determined 
more by the philosopher’s biood pressure, digestion, and the- 
ology than by the actual state of the facts.

The federal dairy experts place the 
quantity of whole milk used last year 
at 120,766,487,000 pounds compared 
with 116,505,395,000 pounds the year 
before; 30,487,086,000 pounds were used 
in the manufacturing of creamery 
butter, compared with 28,592,046,000 
the preceding year; condensed and 
evaporated milk, 4,333,760,000 pounds, 
compared with 4,394,645,000 pounds, 
and ice cream, 4,464,144,000 pounds, 
compared with 4,437,524,000 pounds. 
The mil used for household purposes 
in 1926 is estimated at 56,417,000,000 
pounds, compared with 64,325,776,000 
pounds in 1925. 

_ Demand Is Greater, — 

The increase has been. due entirely 
to the increased consumption of milk 
in cities. Chicagoans consumed their 
share of the increase. While there 
have been many things said in recent

evils it is perhaps better that they should go to the lower half of 
the cake than that the cake should be too stiff.
